Washington, June 3.—General re- 


vision of the 
American neutrality 


laws was proposed to congress today 
in a memorandum submitted by At- 
torney 
General Gregory and con- 


curred in by the state department, as 
a result of the government's exper- 
ience with problems arising out of 
the war and of relations with Mexico. 


Enactment of 18 new laws is rec- 


ommended to correct defects in exist- 
ing statutes, to cover present omis- 
sions of law "for the observance of 
obligations imperatively Imposed by 
international law upon the Uii'ted 
States," and to make crimes against 
American neutrality punishable un- 
der federal laws. At present many 
acts do not violate federal criminal 
law. 


Almost every phase of activity in 


the United States on behalf of for- 
eign governments which has resulted 
in federal 
prosecution under 
the 


broad charge of conspiracy would be 
made specifically 
criminal by the 


proposed legislation. 
In 
addition, 


the powers of the President would be 
broadened with respect to withhold- 
ing clearance to suspected 
vessels, 


further employment of the '.and and 
naval forces to preserve 
neutrality, 


imposing a more rigid 
censorship 


upon wireless and cable messages to 
belligerent, 
countries 
and 
seizing 


arms and ammunition about to be 
exported in violation of an embargo. 


The proposed legislation is as fol- 


lows: 


1. A law making it a crime to 


prevent or attenipt to prevent expor- 
tation of American goods by threats 
of violence to persons engaged in the 
manufacture or exportation of such 
articles or by damage to the articles, 
the instrumentalities of their trans- 
portation or their place of manufac- 
ture. 


2. 
A lawv making it a crime to 


set fire to any vessel engaged in 
foreign 
commerce with the United 


States, or to place bombs or explo- 
sives aboard her with intent to in- 
jure or destroy the vessel or its car- 
go. 
The present law covering this 


offense is characterized as containing: 
many difficulties of enforcement. 


3. A law authorizing the govern- 


ment to forbid the departure from 
American ports of vessels with sup- 
plies believed to be destined for war-t 
ships or supply ships of belligerent" 
nations on the high seas. This law 
also would authorize the President 
to detain any armed vessel owned 
wholly or in part by American citi- 
zens or any vessel, American or for- 
eign that "has not entered the ports 
of the United States as a public ves- 
sel," which is manifestly built for 
warlike purposes, or has been con- 
verted or adapted 
from a private 


vessel to one suitable for warlike use 
until the owner or her captain shall 
prove that the vessel will not be em- 
ployed In hostilities against a nation

men who had talked with him, to bo 
a gas well contractor, but he would 
never talk of his business. While at 
the hotel he seldom was away from 
the place at night, and as a rule, 
kept regular hours. 


None of the occupants of the ho- 


tel heard any noise during Thursday 
night to arouse their suspicion 
of 


the suicide and it is generally bclicv-

Among the de-legates from Ohio 


w;;s James 
A. 
Garfield. 
recently 


Hr-cted a .Senator in the Congress of 
the United S'ates. 


The convention began in a dead- 


lock of the. Grant and Blainc forces. 
In the f-arlier balloting one vote was 
cast for James A. Garfield, and on 
th" thirty-sixth ballot Garfield was 
nominated, 
although 
not a single 


Garfi'-ld delegate had been elected 
to the convention. 


The stage is 
set 
for a similar 


performance at Chicago in 1916. It 
is not impossible that a dark-horse 
candidate may he, nominated. 
It is 


not altogether impossible that that 
dark-horse 
candidate 
may be the 


Senator from Ohio who will preside 
over the deliberations of the conven- 
tion. 


It is true that the situation this 


year rlors not 'juitn parallel the sit- 
uation in 1880, owing to the attitude 
of Charles K. Hughes, who could be 
nominated without a real contest If 
lie w>r« actively a candidate. That 
complicates matters. 
Another ele- 


ment of uncertainty IH provided by 
the general belief that Hughes would 
not take the nomination unleuft the 
Roosevelt party acquiesced. Thfrcon- 
d it ions that 
thn 
Justice U »ald to 


have Imposed, his disinclination 
to 


be satisfied merely with a Republi- 
can nomination, *!** Rowerelt * 
veto power that mar easily eliminate 


Hughes from th" contest, even if it 
does not benefit Roosevelt. 


Out. 
of such a situation anything 


might come, and if Senator Harding 
is another Garfield he has a chance 
that comes only once in a genera- 
tion. 
Although this convention is a 


body of hand-picked delegates con- 
trolled in the 
main 
by 
the 
Old 


Guard it could "asily be made re- 
sponsive to th^ rizht kind of leader- 
ship on the floor of the convention. 
Garfield made his nomination for 
himself in 18SO after he took up the 
gavel. 
Can Harding do as much in 


1916? All things are possible in a 
convention without true leadership 
or honest principles or real issues, 
which is seeking a way 
out of 
its 


troubles and ha- no guide.

pulses is most convincing. Strength 
is mentally associated with mascu- 
linity; hence the sun with his over- 
powering blaze be comes a linguisti- 
cal, though 
ungrammatical, 
male, 


while the pale and lesser light of 
the moon 
suggests 
feminity. But 


why should we refer to a ship as fe- 
male and call 
it "she"? 
Whether 


built of heart of oak or plates and 
ribs of steel, there is nothing effem- 
inate in the appearance or in the life 
of the strong vessels that plow the 
deep and defiantly liuffet the winds 
and seas. 
It is true that the crew 


of the "Pinafore" 
yell 
assurances 


across the footlights that "our saucy 
ship's a beauty," and there may be 
something in this. 
By 
a 
simple 


transposition of the phrase, "all fe- 
males are beauties," we would arrive 
at the conclusion that all beauties 
are females. Argol, "ship" is femin- 
ine. 


On further investigation of 
the 


subject, however, one finds confusion 
worse confounded. 
A parrot is 
a 


"she" regardless of sex. for no bet- 
ter reason than that most 
parrots 


are named "Polly." With respect to 
proper 
nouuns, 
and 
particularly 


those indicating personifications, the 
English language is in a state of 
veritable anarchy. 
The Constitution 


is a "she" when it is a frigate, but 
when it is the bulwark of our liber- 
ties it is a neuter. 
When the word 


"hope" is used to describe a state of 
feeling it is a neuter, 
but 
when 


"Hope" is the name given to an ab- 
straction it is identified with a lady 
dressed in a flowing 
white 
robe 


clinging to an anchor, and straight- 
Way it 
becomes 
feminine. 
When 


Patrick Henry cried: "Give me lib- 
erty," etc., he was not thinking of 
(ho female whose head adorns the 
com of the realm; cut the "Free- 
dom" that "shrieked when Kosziusko 
fell" was a woman.
